SC PRES MCINTYRE (AUSTRALIA) NOW PLANS SC MEETING DEC 17 
ON NAMIBIA. DESPITE CONSIDERABLE PRESSURE FROM SOME MILITANT 
AFRICANS AS WELL AS CHINA, AFRICAN SC MEMBERS HAVE COME UP 
WITH MORE MODERATE RES THAN EXPECTED. MAURITANIAN REP 
SAID AFRICANS WILLING TO ACCEPT CONSENSUS BUT NOT IF IT 
WERE TO BE ACCOMPANIED BY STATEMENTS OF RESERVATIONS; 

IF NON-AFRICAN SC MEMBERS WISHED TO STATE RESERVATIONS. 

AFRICANS WOULD PREFER TO HAVE VOTE; IF THERE WERE TO BE ANY 
ABSTENTIONS BY WESTERN SC MEMBERS, AFRICANS WOULD SUBMIT
